The only topics which may be discussed in executive session are those that fall within one of the categories set forth in Title 1 M.R.S.A. Section 

405.  Those applicable to municipal government are: 

1. Discussion of personnel issues. 

2. Discussion or consideration of the condition, acquisition, or the use of real or personal property or economic development if premature 

disclosure of the information would prejudice the competitive or bargaining position of the body or agency. 

3. Discussion of labor contracts and proposals and meetings between a public agency and its negotiators. 

4. Consultations between a body or agency and its attorney. 

5. Discussion of information contained in records made, maintained or received by a body or agency when access by the general public to 

those records is prohibited by statute. 

6. Discussion or approval of the content of examinations administered by a body or agency for licensing, permitting or employment 

purposes.
